Truth, to our Satisfaction, Underſtanding thereby, 
that Truth proſpers, eſpecially amongſt our young 
Women in divers Parts, of this County, And 
truly Friends, it hath been our Comfort, to ſee fo 
great an Appearance of themhere, at this meeting, 
arid to feel the Streams of Love and Life, thac 
Flowed forth through theme And though bur young 
in years ſome of them, yet for Gravity and weight 
of Concern in Truth , might ſeem to be as

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Mothers in T/raell, And this good' account we 
have to give you, of the Goodneſs of the Lord unto 
15, in this ous Solemn Aſſembly. 

And we yer have ſomething further ro Com- 
municate to our ſeverall Womens Meetings : 
Though we have no new thing to write unto you; 
for you have Received divers Teſtimonies from this 
meeting, wherein we have Teſtifhed againſt all 
Super-fluity, in Meats, Drinkes, and Apparell, and 
all other things, whereby Truth came to Suffer, and 
we deſire that onely might be Practiſed, which ts 
comely decent, and of good Report, and an honour 
co Truth; And as it hath been, it {till js our great 
care, that this weighty worke may be carried on, 
and managed in the Love of God, and Spirit of 
Meekneſs; and not in extreams which tends to 
Strife : but in the Counſell and Wiſdom of God, 
with a tender care over the Unity of Friends, which 
in the days of Old was highly Eſteem'd, and in 
our day of great Value ; Therefore let us take the 
. good advice left upon Record, as much as in us 

lies, live Peaceably with all ; and do unto all, as 
we would they ſhould do unto us. And this will 
preſerve Love one to another, and you that are 
Mothers of Children, and Rulers of Families, " 
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.g00d Examples to your Children and Servants 
in all things, Diſcouraging the Evill, and Encourag- 
ing the good. And inthe Love of God, and Au 
thority of Truth rule over them, for if Children 
Rule over Parents, 1t is not comely, nor of good 
Report, and will not tend to Truth's honour, their 
good, nor Parents Comfort. Therefore, Friends, 
we deſire your Care in this Matter. And you that 
are Children of Believing parents, and come to 
Meetings, and yet Remain, proud, heady and un- 
ſubje& to Parents : Here is a word of Counſell in 
our hearts to you, though we would nor be tedious, 
nor repeat things over, and over ? Bat referre you 
ro our former Teſtimonies, and to ſcripture Record, 
whercin you may find, what hath been the portion 
threatned unto fuch in all Ages, except they re- 
pent. And the Lord is the ſame in this our day : 
Therefore it is our Counſell to you ; Slight not the 
day of your Viſitation, nor be deceived, God will 
not be mocked, ſuch as you ſow, ſuch you muſt 
reap. Therefore meet the Lord in the way of his 
Judgments, which is allways, mixe with mercy : 
For he wills not the Death of Sinners, bur that 
they might Repent and Live. Therefore do not 
giicye his good Spirit, and proyoke him dayly with 
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your Untruth like Praftices, Who will render to- 
cyery one according to their works. Tribulation 
and wo to the workers of Iniquity : But Joy and 
Peace to the uprigat in heart. 

And you that are young and Tender, and have 
beea bowed under the mighty hand of the Lord, 
and mourned ia Secret for want of him, whom 
your Soules Loved, you are near, and dear to us, 
You who have known the Lord as Refiners-Firc, 
and Fullers-Sope: And he hath led, you thorow 
many Tryalls, and great Tribalations, that he 
might waſh you, and make you of that Number, 
which have their harps in their hands; And as 
his Redeemed to have the Songs of Deliverance, 
and high Praiſes in your mouths, The Lord fhath 
given you Mirth for Mourning, and Beauty for 
Aſhes, the Oyle of Joy and Gladnels, for the Spirit 
'of Heavineſs ; and though you may yet meer with 
Pinching Tryalls, for the Tryall of your Faith, 
and Proving of yeur Patience? You have your 
Rock and Refuge, and ſtrong Tower to Fly unto, 
which the Righteous fled unto in all Ages, and 
was ſafe: You are they, whom the Lord is con- 
cerning in his weighty work in your day, thorefore 
fee to at, for many of our Ancient and Honourable 
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Women are gone to their Reſt, where they are re- 
ceiving their Rewards of Peace and Joy, from the 
Lord for their Labour, and Praifing him for ever- 
more, 
It is matter of Comfort to 1s who are yet be- 
hind, to fee, and feel a young Generation, whom 
the Lord -will gnake Inſtruments to carry on his 
Work, when we ſhall be diſlolved and gone hence, 
and be no more ſeen with Mortal! eyes. 
Therefore, dear hearts, |ct us both young and 
Old keep near the Lord, licele and Low betore 
him, and in his Pure fear, keep up our Womens 
Meetings : And let no {lackneſs nor backwardnels 
appear to the Diſcouraging of any, but ſtir up one 
another to diligence in keeping ap week-days, and 
Monthly Meetings? and we alſo deſire that two 
faithfull Women be choſen of every Particular 
Mecting belonging the Monthly Meeting to take 
care to inſpe&t into things Relating ro Truths 
Aﬀairs : That a true Account may be given to 
the Generall Monthly meeting: And theſe women 
Choſen according as they ſee freedom with con- 
ſent, and Advice of the Monthly meeting to chuſe 
other two faithfull Women, that ſo each Member 
may Officiate its Place in the body; and Serve one 
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anether jn Love; It is alfo deſired, that the nexe 
Yearly Meeting be attended with ewo faithfull 
Women from every Monthly Meeting, and bring 
4n their Teſtimonies, as formerly.
